On Washington Street, at entrance 


at College laboratory building and at 
iNison field the concrete curves are 
attractive and make entrance and 
exit of vehicles very easy. 


In this fine improvement in con- 


crete there was one serious and very 
noticeable mistake, both in the matter 
of appearance and also in safety of 
auto travel. The College property 
fronting 1500 feet orj .N. Washington 
street and 1500 leer on Lincoln Avenue 
Is the largest and most valuable single 
pjece of property in town yet tne con- 
crete work at the corner oi these two 
streets Is constructed without say re- 
gard to proper proportions or appear- 
ances, the concrete curve being of a 
size suitable only for a children's play- 
ground and found only in old, unat- 
tractive portions of any old town — 
not only Is It out of all proportion to 
its importance—with a telephone pole 
planted In the most conspicuous point 
in it, but it will always oe a danger- 
ous crossing for autos going east on 
.Lincoln Avenue because they cannot 
possibly turn south on Washington 
street without getting far over onto 
the track of cars going north on 
Washington street, thus making con- 
stant danger of collision. The tele- 
phone pole might be utilized by plac-

This museum was established iu 1895, 
and since then other establishments of 
the same character have been organ- 
ized. 


One of the most important of these 


is the Society of Criiuinolojry and So- 
cial Defense in Paris, which has a
